and very exhilarating.

account of snfw and wind, especially ir March 
and the first part of April, while in t ie second 
half showers are freruent.

In summer the mva 
lid w 10 can stand a certain amount of atigoe 
and exposure can rule to the farms higher a 3 m 
ihe mountains, or can live m tents at elevations 
varying from 8,000 to 10,000 feet. 


This short sketch of Ue climate of Manitou 


will show that it jas no c aim to perfection, 
but that none of the seasons are so b»d u to 
necessitate removal of tbe invalid to a tlistant 
locality.
